of the most gripping inci- 
dents of his young life. 


He was standing against 


the rail of the big troopship, 
along with the thousands of 
other soldiers, sailors, and 
marines p.n board. 


As^-the big ship glided slowly 


the last hundred yards, men 
were waving and yelling at 
mothers, fathers, and wives, 
but F r a n k. Kuzmech leaned 
casually against the rail. 


It was a wonderful sight for him 


as he arrived in the US after two 
years in Red "Prison camps, but' 
there .was nothing to get really 
excited about. 


There was no one down there in 


that crowd waiting for him. 


He was sure there was no one 


there because he had written.his 
mother and father not to make the 
trip to the coast. They wouldn't 
fly, 
he knew because he had often 


tried to get them up and they had 
refused, and the train ride would 
have been much too tiring for them. 


So he leaned casually against the 


rail and looked then at the faces of 
the waving crowd. He smiled be- 
cause he was happy for the men 
with him. He knew how much it 
meant to them.

BUT THEN Ms face wenft'aut, 


his eyes widened, he went stiff and 
stood up straight. What went on 
in the young lieutenant's mind for 
the next half

ers descended. 


The father and son greeted one 


another in a tight embrace. Then 
the lieutenant hugged his mother 
and kissed her. 


What those first words were 


that the three exchanged will 
never by recorded: They were 
iu Polish, but the tears in their 
eyes were part of the universal 
language.

hugged amid a crowd of cheering 
and kissing and smiling men and 
women, the father, a short man 
who stared .fascinatingly ia tht 


excitement, looked to another per- 
son in his party and said, "He's 
skinny." 


The"young lieutenant was skinny, 


but not so skinny as he had been 
a year ago when he was down to 
130 pounds.

AFTER A two-hour stay, at a

The protein contained in modern white 


bread is superior to that once used, be- 
cause it can be consumed by the body 
in its original form. It thus contributes 
to the maintenance of the body tissue 
and helps to promote growth. 


It was not so long ago that deficien- 


cies of certain B vitamins and iron were 
widespread in the United States. The 
effect of broad distribution of enriched 
bread is probably very great in reduc- 
ing the incidence of deficiency diseases.
